the pursuit of guns, was, fo find plunder. 
They wanted tu get into thé houses, to 
see if there was not something they 
could carry off: Thus they plundered 
houses until they got satisfied. To se- 
cret their property from their ravages, 
the people had to go and hide it in the 
bushes, or any where they could find 
a place of concealment. The troops 
found some of the property that had 
been hid.. This produced another sav- 
age operation.

“PREAMBLE. 

The committee, appointed to express 
the sense of this meeting, in relation to 
the recent acts of abduction and other 
deeds of ctuelty, and-inbumanity com- 
mitted upon our citizens, by the citi- 
zens of the state of Missouri, beg leave 
respectfully to report; 

That having under consideration,: 
the principle matters. involved jin the
